‘‘Whereas, the increase of human wreck- 
age, because of alcoholism, becomes most 
alarming; 

**Therefore, Be It Resolved, that American 
Baptists individually, and through their churches 
and church schools, carry on a vigorous and 
persistent campaign of temperance education 
aimed at total abstinence; 

‘‘Furthermore, Be it Resolved, that we 
press for legislation and action which will 


eliminate all forms of beverage alcohol ad @ J 


vertising.’’

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ALCOHOL PERIL INCREASING 
IT IS PREVENTABLE 


‘The female rate (of alcoholism) increased. 


21%, while the male rate was increasing 10%. 
The increase is due to the increased number of 
drinkers. We may expect a further harvest of 
alcoholics from the increase in the number of 
drinkers between 1940 and 1948.’’ 

Dr. Hugo Hecht, M. D. writes: ‘‘There is 
a decided increase in alcoholism in all groups 
and ages. But the majority of mankind lives 
without alcohol. They have problems, also; 
and find solutions -- without alcohol. 

‘‘Why do people drink? Because liquor 
is easy to obtain, is advertised to give relief 
and relaxation. But it is not a real cure. The 
alcoholic finds on every street a bar or sal- 
oon, waiting to ‘relieve his tension’. Alcohol 
acts in the same way as the well-known anes- 
thetics; and it is not a relaxer! Stage and 
movies, literature and daily press increase 
and endorse the trend. Social events, even a 
scientific congress, have cocktail parties as a 
sine qua non on the program. Because liquor 
is supplied by the host, the participants drink 
more than they would if they had to pay. 

‘*Because parents drink at home, serve 
alcoholic drinks to guests, and speak about it 
with great satisfaction, children get the im- 
pression it is good. 

‘*Many groups try to help alcoholics; but 
no serious attempt is made in prevention, 
except by the prohibitionists. Fine results 
in rehabilitation by Alcoholics Anonimous. 
But no prevention. They help a few thousand 
drinkers a year, while 300,000 new ones fill 
the ranks of alcoholics.’’ 

Dr. Haven Emerson has said that, ‘‘Al- 
coholism is more preventable than any dis- 
ease’’. Yes, simply by having people learn 
NOT TO DRINK.

KEELEY INSTITUTE FINDING 


A recent age study of Keeley patients 
shows that 83% began drinking when they 
were below 20, and 7.4% between 21 and 25. 
The average alcoholic has been drinking for 
at least 20 years and has been drinking to 
excess for about 7 years. Patients over 40 
constituted 68.5% of the number treated, with 
25.5% between 31 and 40.
